NORTHERN MICHIGAN SCHOOL teachers are discussing the 
coming state-wide election to decide their future status in federal 
social security and pensions. The teachers will vote December 14 
and 15. A majority “yes” vote of all eligible employees— not merely 
a majority of those who cast ballots—is necessary for adoption of a 
plan. There are 76.000 eligible public school employees who may 
vote on the two issues. Here is the plan—a co-ordination or merger 
of pensions and social security. Employees now pay 5 per cent of 
salary to-$4,800 a year, a maximum of $240 for pensions that av- 
erage about $2,100. Under the plan they will pay 5 per cent on their 
total salary. The employe who has qualified fully for social security 
will get as high as $1,302 per year in allowances-on retirement age 
of 65.

_steps onto the playing field of 


Briggs Stadium Sunday, Dec. 11, 
in the Lions’ final game of the 
season against the New York 
Giants, it will mark the last time 
he will ever stand on the gridiron 
as an active participant. 


Thus will.come to an end a 


fabulous career in football a 
superlative career that spans six 
seasons as one of the nation’s 
outstanding pro backs, four 
years as the brightest star ever 
to shine at Southern Methodist 
University and another four 
years as a young high school
